murdered. 
A handsome blonde wo*

Wo trace of her 
could be found today. The dead man's 
collar and cuffs, to hide his identity, 
had been burned in the washbowl in 
the room. Even the sweatband had 
been torn from the hat. Twenty-two 
pawn tickets were found in the trou- 
icrs pockets. They told a tale of the 
veriest want. 
First he parted with 


his watch, then his dress suit, then 
the dress suit case, and finally, piece 
meal, his garments. 
Thursday even- 


ing the couple registered as "G. N. 
Bartlett and wife." Both were in a 
jovial humor. 
They ordered drinks 


and stationery. 
At 10 o'clock the 


night clerk saw the woman leave the 
hotel. 
He went to the room. The 


man 
seemed 
to be asleep. 
At 8 


o'clock Friday morning 
the 
clerk 


found "Bartlett" dead. The man had 
been dead several hours. On the bed 
was found a 38-calibre revolver, two 
of the chambers empty. "Bartlett" 
was about 28 years old. 


NEW STEEL PBOCESS. 


Pittsburg1, Pa., Sept. 15.—Experi- 


ments just concluded here of the new 
Cosgrove process for making com* 
pound steel ingots is exciting great 
interest among steel manufacturers 
from the fact that the discovery may 
have an effect upon the letting of 
armor plat contracts next 
month. 


The experiments were under the di- 
rection of W. D. Corcoran, 
of the 


Crucible Steel Company of America 
and the results of the 
test, 
it is 


claimed, were a sm prise to all. Per- 
fectly solid ingots of graduated car- 
bon from one side of the ingot to the 
other or from the center of the ingot 
to its sides were made. In the manu- 
facture of armor plater 
guns 
and 


many other kinds of steel the Cos- 
grove process will, it is claimed, rank 
with the best, both as to quality of 
steel produced and the economy in 
its manufacture. In the matter of 
armor plate it is further claimed for 
it that any desired thickness of a 
very high caibon can be given the 
surface of the plate, rendering it 
with a low carbon back, absolutely 
impenetrable.

NATIVES OF GUAM CITIZENS 


FEDERAL JUDGE ESTEE MAKES 


IMPORTANT RULING. 


Decides That Annexation 
to the 


United States Makes Natives 


of That Island Americans. 


Honolulu, Sept. 8, via San Fran* 


cisco, Sept. 
15.—The question 
of 


whether citizens of Guam are Ameri- 
cans was raised in the United States 
district court here today. 


Judge Estpe caressed the opinion 


that the native borii people of Gua'in 
are Americans by virtue of t!if> an- 
nexation of their country by the Uni- 
ted States. The question arose in con" 
uection with the application for nat- 
uralization papers of Reynold Reyes, 
a native of Guam and former subject 
of Spain. He took out papers though 
the court said that it was probably 
unnecessary. There arc several other 
Guam men here and some Filipinos 
whose standing is involved in the 
same doubts as that of Reyes. 


ALMOST DROWNED IN GRAVE, 


Avoca, Iowa, Sept, 15.—One of the 


attractions at the fair this week has 
been a hypnotic entertainment. The 
hypnotist attempted the feat of bury- 
ing a hypnotized subject for a period 
of twenty-four hours, and at the end 
of that time digging him up alive 
and well. As in all other such cases, 


pipe was run from the surface of 


the ground to the buried person that 
he might secure air. The burial had 
taken place and the subject had been 
under ground for some time, when 
it was discovered that a water barrel 
had overturned or had burst 
and 


that the water had run 
into 
the 


grave. 
When the 
discovery 
was 


made there were several inches of 
water around the subject and it was 
only by desperate digging that he 
was rescued in time 
to 
prevent 


drowning.

TRtTSTS AND IMPERIALISM. 
In his first speech of ltfie campaign 
n McKinley's state Mr. Bryan di- 
vided his- time between the trusts and 
the "paramount" issue, with a refer- 
ence lto the money question somewhat 
more extended than he has indulged 
in before. He alss made two direct 
references to the presidant's letter of 
acceptance. This was one: 


"I read that the (president's letter 


originally contained 20,000 words, 
but when published there were only 
13,000 words. As there were but'two 
or three sentences about the trusts 
I 'presume the 7,000 words cut out 
must have been on that subject" 


The other was couched in these 


words: 


"In his letter President McKinley 


says that the opposition to 'our arms 
in t'he Philippines comes from a part 
of one tribe. This is too big a compli- 
ment to that .tribe. It is s-trange that 
one small tribe can keep at bay not I 
'only all the (millions belonging to 
other tribes but our army of 65,000 
men besides. Neither the president 
nor congress has the -power to change 
the principles of our government.'* 


This iwas declared by Mr. Biyan 


with earnestness, whereupon .from 
different points of the large audience 
there came cries of ''No, but Mark 
Hanna has." 


To which sally Mr. .Bryan replied: 


"I know that there is a growing feel- 
ing 'amcng republicans that 'Mr. 
Hanna Is nat bound by the constitu- 
tion, but I dissent fioni thi-t opin- 
ion.v 


This was the ,only allusion to the 


Ohio senator during the afternoon, 
and it was cheered boisterously. 


THE FULL DINNEK PAIL. 


Mr. Bryan said in part: 
"The president said in his letter "of 


acceptance that 'the laboring 
man 


wants a short day, instead cf a short 
dollar/ 
Well, my friends, if I had 


a blackboard here I would just writ" 
three things on that blackboard.

ment. The determining <?ause is un- 
doubtedly the deep-seated distrust of 
the outcome of the Chinese compile i- 
tions and popular convictions that its 
results will be humiliation like thai 
forced on the nation in 1805. 
There, 


is however, a decided resolve that the 
slightest attempt to trifle 'this time 
will be resented with all the force 
that a self-respecting 
nation can 


muster. Japan wants no territory a<* 
a reward, but will insist first of all 
upon the preservation of the integrity 
of China, not with any desire to form 
an alliance with the latter as a men- 
ace to the west, but rather as the ful- 
fillment of the national hope thai 
China shall become a corporate mem- 
ber of the body of civilized powers 
as Japan herself 'has become. 
She 


deems it a reproach >th<a't the oldest 
power in the world should be allowed 
outside the pale of the world. 


Another imperative deman'd will be 


a guarantee by the powers of Japan%s 
paramount influence in Korea as shall 
effectually prevent any entoroa'chment 
thereon by Russia and thus remove 
all possibility of a future clash with 
that power.

A different language for every day 


n the year is the way the philologic- 
al situation in China has been put, 
and it comes pretty near expressing 
the status in true nut-shell fashion. 
There is not, as a matter of course, 
actually 365 languages existent in 
the empire, dialects would be the 
more plausible manner of phrasing; 
still dialect, as we usually undtir- 
stand the term, is indicative Of the 
manner of speech of the 
inferior 


class and not of the people of any 
given locality as a whole. 
In other 


words the mode of oral communica- 
tion in vogue between thoss of the 
lowest grade of mentality, the upper 
or better class speaking a recognized 
language. 
Especially would this be 


supposed to prevail in an empire, 
the 
much vaunted civilization of 


which antedates the Christian era, 
and has so often been declared by 
enthusiasts of the antique as superior 
to our own. 


The division between the superior 


and the inferior classes, the former 
speaking a language and the latter 
a dialect, is not known in China. The 
main body and staple of the spoken 
language of the most refined and 
learned classed is the same as that of 
the coolies, laborers and boatmen. A 
section of a province, often a locality 
not much, if in fact any, greater in 
area than an ordinary township with 
us, has its own vernacular which 
everybody speaks, and to use any 
other means of oral communication 
would simply be as attempting it 
with a mere self-invented gibberish 
Practically, every man, woman and 
child in the place knows nothing else 
than the one lingo to which they are 
born. 
Drop one 'of them down in 


another village twenty miles distant 
and nine times in ten, he c*uld no 
more comprehend, or be comprehend- 
ed, through speech than if suddenly 
transported to Berlin, Paris or New 
York.

ranks just as by the common people,

counting Mongolian or Manchurian. 
There are Mandarin, Nir.gpo, Shang- 
hai, 
Hainanese, 
Swatow, Amoy, 


Hakka and Cantonese. 
The eight, 


to a large 
extent, constitute 
the 


bases upon which the 350 or more 
other modes of speech are 
builded 


Dialects, as has been previously re- 
marked, do not convey exactly the 
adequate conception of the latter in 
composition or construction. 
They 


are by no means merely dialectic va- 
rieties of some other languages, but, 
in effect, are themselves distinct lan- 
guages, each one of many and widely 
differing languages which to wipe 
out would be to re-enact Babelistic 
conditions. 
As Carstair 
Douglas, 


than whom there was no higher au- 
thority, put it: "They are cognate 
languages, bearing to each other a 
relative similarity to that which sub- 
sists between the Arabic, the Syriac, 
the Ethopic and other members of 
the Semtic family; or again, between 
English, German, Dutch, Danish, 
Swedish, etc." 


Not one of the inhabitants from 


Peking, 
Canton, 
Shanghai, 
Foo- 


correct one, but, when asibfeiatted with 
it is the assumption that "Pidgin" 
is used only for the inter-community 
of foreigners and natives, then there 
is the biggest kind of a mistake 
made. 


As a matter of fact the Chinese re- 


sort to it in equal avidity with thex 
foreigners, and, being so many more 
of them, their use of the nondescript 
tongue is inestimably wider extended. 
Without it they would frequently be 
deprived of communication with their 
fellows.

Chinamen, orginally strangers to the 
treaty or others ports where th<iy 
have located in business or are in 
service, never use their native lan- 
guage at ajl but depend entirely up- 
on <*Ptdgiir*' English.

nothing else* There are millions of 
Chinesfe 'who 'at the 'best can only 
'talk broken Chinese. 


"Pidgin" is remarkable 
for its 


simplicity, yet at the same time most 
peculiar in the odd words which have 
crept into it, some of the Portugese 
mixing with the convoluted and in- 
describably contorted English, often 
in the most unique manner imagin- 
able. Nevertheless, it is very rarely 
in the framing of a sentence 
that 


some word does not operate as a key 
to disclose the meaning sought to be 
conveyed. A little practice at catch- 
ing, the inflection or deflection, the 
interrogatory or the definitive, soon 
enables comprehension. 


COBWEBS OBSTHTCT MESSAGES. 


A peculiar but very serious diffi- 


culty besets the operation of tele* 
graph lines in the Argentine Repub- 
lic. The small spider, of the variety 
that spins a Jong cobweb and floats 
it in the air, is so plentiful theie that 
the floating webs settle on the wires 
in enormous quantities. 
As soon as 


dew falls or a shower of rain comes 
up every microscopic thread becomes 
wet and establishes a minute leak, 
The effect of thousands and millions 
of such leaks is practically to stop 
the operations of the lines, nntl the 
government telegraph department, 
especially in Buenos Ayres, has bsen 
put to vast inconvenience by the cob- 
webs. A number of expedients have 
been tried, but to no avail.— Wash- 
ington Times. 


SOUTH AFRICA'S NEfW CAPITAL. 


Chow or Amoy could understand 
those form the others any more than 
a Londoner could a Berliner, or a 
Parisian a Dutchman, or a Spaniard 
an Italian. 
They may be, and are, 


all Chinese in the sections of the em- 
pire named, but in every instance 
the language is a radically different 
Chinese. 
Some 30,000,000 
speak 


Cantonese, about as many Hakka, 
half the number Amoy, a third Poo- 
Chow and so on through the almost 
interminable list. 
Manchurian is 


the newest, or youngest, of the lot 
and is the court or official language 
of the empire. 
In parts, connected 


or disjointed, as the case may be, it 
is in one way or another spoken in 
15 of the 18 provinces. 


To the average man there is no 


recognition of its being the same 
speech in any two of them. 
Bell, 


who devoted upward of a quarter of a 
century to the attempt to bring- some 
of the main languages into a single 
system for the 'purpose of compari- 
son and analysis, enabled something 
of an idea of the complexities of the 
situation by showing tne number of 
arbitrary 
syllables 
there are 
in 


about a dozen of them. 
Cantonese, 


for instance, has 780, Hakka 700, 
Pekingese 430, Poo-Chow 786, Han- 
kow 316, Yangchow 415, Wenchow 
452, Amoy 846, Swatow, 674, Kingpo 
444, and Shanghai 660. Over 6,000 
wholly arbitrary syllables, in these 
alone, to commit to memory, and this 
tremedous mental feat accomplished, 
the 
philological scholar 
is 
only 


about a thirtieth of the way through 
his tasl* of mastering the speech of 
the empire in entirety. * 
'' \ 


In Chinese nouns are undeclinable, 


free from gender and case;"' adject- 
ives have no degrees of edmpatison; 
verbs no voice, mood tense, number 
or person. There is rib recognizable 
distinction 
between 
nouns, 
ad- 


jectives and verbs. In his diction* 
aries the Chinaman uses no alpha- 
bet, but, recoursing to over 200 odd 
key words, he arranges them by,the 
termination of their sounds; per ex- 
ample, wing, ting, sing, etc., all com- 
ing under one head. 


While "Pidgin" (which means busi- 


ness) English is 
the despair 
of 


philologists it is a veritable God- 
send to everybody else who has oc- 
casion to "open his head"—as 
the 


saying goes—in China. And to none 
s it so more than to the Chinese 
themselves. It is the general belief 
that "Pidgin" is the mainstay of 
foreigners in the Celestial 
that without i't th« great majority of 
them would be wholly debarred from 
personal relations with the natives. 


Bloemfontein, which under British 


rule, after reorganisation is com- 
pleted, will be the capital city 'of all 
the Soutih African states, may be 
waited on by ihigh municipal and hi?- 
toiuc destinies. 
'At present it is 


rather a sniftll town, but larger 'than 
Washington or Melbourne was a cen- 
tury ago, 'and is liandsocnely ar.d 
healthfully situated.

LOUBET FIXES BOUNDAKY. 


Paris, Sept. 15.—President Loubet, 


acting as arbitrator in the boundaiy 
dispute between Colombia and Costa 
Rica, decides that the 
frontier be- 


tween the two republics is formed by 
the Coidillera of the mountains set- 
ting out fiom Punta Mona, on the 
Asiatic and crossing northwards the 
valley fiom Rio Tarina to Bio Sixola, 
then by a line drawn at about the 
ninth degree of latitude between the 
Atlantic and the Pacific. Afterwards 
the boundary follows a line between 
Chiriqui Viejo and the Gulf of Dulce, 
finding at Punta Burica, on the Pa- 
cific. The islands east and southwest 
of Punta Mona, near the coast, be- 
long to Colombia, and those further 
away from the continent lying be- 
tween the Mosquito coast and the 
Isthmus of Panama are also Colombia 
territory as well as the islands sit- 
uated east of the Buiica islands and 
including them. The islands west of 
this point are assigned to Costa Rica. 


FOURTEEN LIVES ARE LOST. 


St. Jotas, N. F., Sept. 
15.-™Tales 


of widespread destruction wrought 
by Thursday's gale continue to pour 
in. Six vessels were wrecked near 
St. Pierre and six in Placentia bay. 
It is also reported that four were lost 
in 'Renew's harbor, two in the Straits 
of Belle Isle and four near Cape 
Bonavista. Other parts of the island 
have yet to be heard from,the tele- 
graph wires to remote 'points being 
down. Thus far fourteen lives aie 
known to hive been lost, and it is 
feared that the loss of life will prove 
to have been much greater, when full 
information is at hand.

between the Mexican and Asiatic civ- 
ilisation*. 


Of course, if old Hwui Shan's ac- 


count of Fusaag i» correct, and that 
country is really Mexico, his fiyo 
Buddhist missionaries left there could 
not be expected to change the physi- 
ological characteristics of the people, 
though the effect of religion, educa- 
tion and training is evident in a sin- 
gl* generation of our own people. 
nevertheless the Mayas, of Yucatan, 
closely resemble the Chinese. Some 
years ago an English company, en- 
deavoring to wait a sugar plantation 
in the colony of British Honduras, 
imported several hundred Chinamen, 
indentured for a number of years, to 
writ their plantation. It was not 
long before these Chinamen disap- 
peared. They had seen same of the 
Maya Indians, and discovering some 
similarity 'between them and them- 
selves, had taken to the bush with 
them. Among the people inhabiting 
-the lake city of Peten, on the south- 
ern ^border of Yucatan, the writer of 
this article discovered a Chiaaman 
whom he did not distinguish from 
any of the natives, although he was 
generally called ths "Chinaman." 
He was one of the survivors of the 
coolie traffic to British Honduras, and 
when questioned talked freely of the 
little he could rememtber of Ms past. 
He did not seem to be speculative 
enough to discuss any affinity be- 
tween his own race and the Mayas, 
though he spoke their language, 
probably better than he did Spanish. 
H* showed me the wooden outside 
door of -a house which one of his coun- 
trymen had artistically painted with 
pigments and brushes of Ms own dis- 
covery and invention. 


When we come to search tihe re- 


mains of the Totlecs, or whoever the 
builders of those cities were, now

At Palenque -and opposite, a picture 
of a Japanese temple. The one is al- 
most a counterpart of the other, but 
Mr. 'Chamay limits his remarks to 
asking how this resemblance is to be 
explained, and stating that a theory 
might 'be started with respect to the 
probable Asiatic origin of the TTolte-c 
tribes. In his beautiful work he does 
not appear to have any knowledge of 
Fusang and its historical discoverer, 
old Hwui Shan, or, if he does, he ig- 
nores him. He seems to 'believe that 
the Japanese carried on a steady 
traffic formerly on the coast of North

»tucco 'bas reliefs on the ruined nun 
nery at Chichen Itza to Chinese carv- 
ings. These ruins are in the trui 
country of t'he Mayas. 


Elephants* heads on some of the 


American ruins have excited the won 
der of all archaeologists. Where did 
they get the elephantf has been the 
universal query of them all. And 
there could have been but one place 
they could have got it from, and that 
is India. If we examine a drawing 
of the restored palace at ^Palenque 
and compare it with the temple at 
Boro Budo, in Java, we will find tfcat 
they resemble each other. Wai deck 
found the old temples of Yucatan 
analogous to those of the Buddhist 
of Pegu, Ava, Siam and the Indian 
archipelago, with the same kind of 
niches in which the cross-legged god 
Buddha sits in Java.

For 8,300 years Hippocrates of Kos 


has been known to the world as the 
"father of medicine/* This distinc- 
tion, however, has been wrested from 
the ancient Greek by the discovery 
and translation of an early Egyptian 
papyrus treating of the subject of 
medicine, with date so remote as al- 
most to place Hippocrates within the 
ranks of modern physicians, 


English medical literature is about 


to be enriched by the translation of 
this papyrus, geneially admitted by 
Egyptologists to be the oldest book 
devoted to the science of medicine 
extant. The work is known to scien- 
tists as the Papyius Ebers, and is 
supposed to hove been written during 
the reign of Bieheres, a king of the 
fourth dynasty, 4638 to 4666 B. C. 
Thus the original document is nearly 
7,000 years old and it contains the 
written genesis of the art of healing 


Although biought to light in 1873 


no complete translation of the Papy- 
rus' Ebers has been made. The docu- 
ment is carefully preserved in the 
library of the University of Leipsic 
and it remained for a Chicago man 
to make the first English and 
the 


only complete translation. The work 
was undertaken about n year ago by 
Dr. Carl H. von Klein, of Chicago, a 
well known student of the orienta 
languages and the author of a num 
ber of medical works, among them a 
book on the "Medicine of the Tal 
mud." 
Dr. von Klein is a member 


of the various medical and scientific 
societies of the world and devotes 
his labors exclusively to the transla- 
tion of medical works. His English 
translation of Papyius Ebers, a vol- 
ume of seven hundred pages, will 
soon be ready for the press. 


Page 08 of the Papyrus Ebers is 


devoted almost entirely to remedies 
for household ills. Its contents clear- 


refer to the exact tomb which for- 


merly contained th3 treasuie.

f ths papyrus it consisted 
gle, tightly rolled pi?ce of the fines 
yellow-brown papyrus.

Railways may combine 
against the Amalgamated Society of 
Railway Servants, but let them be 
warned at once against entering on 
a protracted struggle calculated to 
injure the whole industrial enter- 
prise of the country.

rectors and managers are in the habit 
of displaying a strong tendency to 
ignore public interests. 
The time is 


not opportune for a further develop- 
ment of this autocratic policy. With 
prices rising generally peace is want- 
ed throughout industrial England- 
peace and good will, both on the part 
of master and of man—London Mail 
Editorial.

To Egyptologists the story of the 


finding of Papyrus Ebers possesses 
all the characteristics of a romance. 
In the winter of 1872-73 George 
Ebers, of Leipsic, 
and his friend, 


Ludwig Stern, spent several months 
at Thebes in quest of rare documents. 
For a time the two scientists made 
their dwelling place in one of the 
tombs of Abd-el-Gurnah and 
asso- 


ciated daily with the Arabs of Luxor. 
A wealthy citizen of Luxor showed 
to Ebers the antiquities which he, 
little by little, had obtained from the 
fellah on the other side of the Nile, 
and at length revealed to him the 
fact that he was the possessor of a 
papyrus obtained from 
the 
same 


source. 


Upon 
close inspection of 
the 


papyrus Efoers made the startling 
discovery that it was u document of 
great value and in an unusual condi- 
td'oii of preservation. He longed to 
pcssess the document himself, tout 
had not means to meet the demands 
of the own'er, who was not altogether 
aware of its full value, ttowever, re- 
ceiving the financial assistance of 
Max Gun'th'er, a wealthy English- 
man, Ebers purchased (the treasured 
papyrus and conveyed it to his home 
in Leipsic, there to study its contents 
at leisure. It was finally turned over 
to the library of the University of 
Leipsic for safe keeping. In order 
to better preserve (the valuable an- 
tiquity, it was cut into twenty-nine 
pieces and each piece placed under 
a glass. 


According to the statement of the 


Egyptian 'possessor, Papyrus E*beis 
was found in a tomb in the so-called 
II A«sassdt, a part of the Necropolis 
of Thebes, reposing between the legs 


from heat in the back, then look at 
him when he is lying outstretched, 
and if thou findest his bowels hot, 
and a hardening in his rehet, this is 
a liver complaint.

Ebers it is conclusively proved that 
the early Egyptian -physicians were 
extremely superstitious, and especial- 
ly the priest-physicians. 
The work 


E various incantations, or for- 


mulas, to be chanted at the time of 
taking- the particular prescription. 
The£3 are in the nature of prayers 
to the gods that the medicine may 
work swiftly and well. 


The Egyptians were not alone in 


tliis practice. 
It was customary 


with both the Babylonians and the 
Jews, and the Greeks were not whol- 
ly free from it. 
A survival of this 


ancient custom is found in Russia 
today, where the irregular physicians 
make it a practice to chant while 
medicine is being prepared and ad- 


The discovery of Papyrus Ebers de- 


monstrates that the Egyptians 
as 


early as 3,000 or 4,000 years before 
Christ 
possessed 
an 
astonishing 


knowledge of a great variety of rem- 
edies, and that their learned men 
could make observation of disease, 
combine complicated recipes and use 
them with judgment. 
According to 


this early writer there were three 
different classes of medical 
practi- 


tioners in Egypt at the date of the 


book of which Papyrus Ebeis is a manuscript—namely: The real phy-

quently the work, which "be^rs the 
marks of th'e period of witchcraft, if 
written, at all prior t> the date mimed 
in the calendar, must hive bs'en writ- 
ten at least 1200 years be'fo're. This 
makes it highly probable that Lha 
original book was written during? the 
.reign of Bichere», or at least 4666 B. 
C. At all events, the copy of the 
papyrus is itself the eldest medical 
work extant, and contains the histori- 
cal genesis of medicine. 


A large proportion of the diseases 


known to modern medical science are 
carefully classified and their symp- 
toms minutely described by Papyrus 
Ebers. 
The prescriptions 
recom- 


mended are in many cases exactly 
the same as those given at the pres- 
ent time. 
The work mentions 700 


different substances, the greater part 
of which are taken from the veget- 
able kingdom, 
Some metals and a 


considerable number of animal ex- 
tractions were also used. 
Of the 


salts only natron 'saltpeter), com- 
mon salt and sea salt are mentioned. 
The use of such ingredients as liz- 
ard's blood and pig's teeth are in 
some cases recommended. 


The author of the work begins his 


treatise with an enumeration of the 
diseases of the abdomen. Universal 
remedies for headache and stomach 
troubles, which, as the author says, 
"the gods prepared for themselves,'* 
are also given. 


Pages 88 to 101 contain formulas 


for diseases of the eye, remedies for 
bites of man or beast, dizziness, bald- 
ness, diseases of the liver, burning 
of the skin, gangrene, exorcisms at 
the outbreak of a fire, wounds, erup- 
tions of the skin, bruises, weariness 
of the limbs, perspiration of the feet, 
sore toes, corns, trembling of the 
fingers, 
diseases 
of the 
tongue, 


toothache, headache, influenza, dis- 
charge of ears and diseases of wom- 
en. 
Cosmetics and 
medicines to 


take out wrinkles are also given. 


That the methods of diagnosis and 


treatment would be considered some- 
what crude by modern physicians 
may be gathered from the following 
rules given for liver complaint: 


Rules for rehet—that is, suffering 


in the pit of the stomach: 
When 


thou findest anybody with a harden- 
ing of his rehet and when eating he 
feels a pressure in his bowels, his 


sician, the surgeon and the conjurers. 
The relative standing of the several 
classes is not known. 


The origin of medicine is certainly 


to be looked for in the Valley of the 
Nile, and tho Papyrus Ebers opens 
a wide era for the students of the 
history of medicine and pharmacol- 
ogy. The Egyptian physicians were 
well advanced in ophthalmology. 
The collection of Hippocrates, edited 
4,000 years later, 
more eye diseases, 


did not contain 


although more 


clearly and more agreeably described. 
The number cf diseases mentioned in 
the Papyrus Ebers, as well as the 
profusion of medicines prescribed, is 
a source of wonder to modern physi- 
cians. The ajjcient Egyptian physi- 
cians must have been 
experienced 


diagnosticians, who commanded a 
knowledge of prophylactic and cos- 
metic remedies. 


The Egyptian oculist was renown- 


ed. In the third book of Herodotus 
is the following passage: "Cyrus 
sent to Am a si s (B. C. 560) and bade 
him for an oculist—the best in the 
whole land of Egypt." Darius also 
sent thither for a body physician, 
and in the time of Tiberius and Nero 
Egyptian physicians regularly came 
to Rome, usually to heal skin dis- 
eases. 
Herodotus tells us that the 


Egyptian physicians were accustomed 
to practice specialties and that the 
country was 
full 
of physicians. 


Some confined their attention to dis- 
eases of the eye or head, others to 
the teeth, stomach and intestines. 


Oreece, long 
supposed to be the 


birthplace of medicine, is now known 
to have derived its knowledge from 
the Egyptians. Praxagoras, although 
from Kos, the town where Hippo- 
crates was born and where the temple 
of Esculapius was built, 
lived in 


Egypt. 
He was the greatest symp- 


tomologist and diagnostician of his 
age. Hippocrates also went to Egypt 
for his medical training and on his 
return established a school of Greek 
physicians. Although the founder of 
the present system of pathology, his 
right to the title of "father of medi- 
cine" has been dissipated by the reve- 
lations contained 
Ebers.

The stone tail found, which is thirty- 
six inches long, indicates that the 
reptile must have been thirty inches 
in circumference.

much longer. 
In sending to Gov-

These he 


will at once secure, if possible, and 
will add them to the state collection. 
Master's letter to Governor Thomas, 
which sets forth the first vague and 
uncertain facts in this important 
discovery, is as follows:

1172 agents and collectors (claims, 
real estate, etc.), 13 auctioneers, 114 
bankers and brokers, 2323 boarding 
and lodging house keepers, 139 drug- 
gists, 666 dairy keepers, 135 dealers 
in dry goods, 1829 grocers, 430 hotel 
keepers, 2516 hucksters and peddlers, 
996 liquor dealers, 390 livery stable 
keepers, 213 officials of banks, in- 
surance companies, etc., 291 news- 
boys, 2157 restaurant keepers, 231 
undertakers; merchants and dealers 
not specified, retail 4490, wholesale 
524; journalists and publishers 154, 
builders and contractors 596, photog 
raphers 190.',. In addition to these 
there were 17,480 colored barbers, 
more than 5,000 of whom are propri- 
etors, 2510 butchers, many of whom 
are proprietors of 
large 
butcher 


shops, 718 printers, 10,762 black- 
smiths, 61 watch and clock makers, 
and many other such occupations, in 
which there are doub'tless many suc- 
cessful colored business 
men and 


women. 


The business in which colored men 


are more generally engaged as pro- 
prietors than any other in the United 
States is that of barbering and hair- 
dressing.

A new concoction in tlie way of

to a statenit-ut recently made 


by a German physician who has been 
studying the liquor habit in this and 
other countries. 


This new beverage consists princi- 


pally of ether and slightly diluted' al- 
cohol. Jt is said 'to have originated in 
Cialicia, 
In consequence ot the rise 


in. the price of alcohol in that country 
the poorer classes of the people were 
deprived of the pleasure of their week- 
ly Saturday revel. An ingenious drug- 
gist then conceived the idea of mix- 
ing sulphuric ether with diluted alco- 
hol, and substituting this for the na- 
tional drink. 
Although eiher creates 


nausea until the stomach becomes ac- 
customed to it, this drink soon became 
very popular. It is now consumed in 
large quantities,^ ami 
its 
use has 


spread beyond the limits of the coun- 
try. 


The effect of the liquor on the nerv- 


ous system is highly injurious. The 
chronic ether victim soon develops a 
maudlin stupor, and in many cases the 
continued use of ether destroys en- 
tirely the power of the brain,—N. Y, 
Times.

Ho MIVS drinking 
without 


food is a source of injury. We do not 
doubt it. but what a queerly 
bene- 


ficent thing it must be that cannot 
be taken on an empty stomach! We 
had an idea that the 'blandest 
and 


most helpful foods were intended to 
be taken on nu empty stomach, and 
that this organ in 
healthy action 


would eagerly grasp and quickly dis- 
pose of them if not interfered with.

^inneut in their favor, A series of ex- 
periments ha» hr-en tried by Drs. Chit- 
tendon and .Mendel, of Vale university, 
\o decide the etTect of alcohol on that 
^art of digestion which takes place in 
the stomach. 
Kifrhty 
experiments 


were made witn sherry taken with 
food. When the amount of sherry was 
but one per cent, of the food, the di- 
gestion of the latter was retarded four 
per cent, With olaref, when three per 
cent, was used (equal to three-tenths 
of one per cent, of alcohol) there was 
marked diminution of activity in ev- 
ery case. 
Yet these are the wines 


most frequently prescribed to aid di- 
gestion. 


Dr. Charles K. Pellew, a 
demon- 


strator of physics and chemistry in 
Columbia university, has given several 
popular lectures in the Museum of Na- 
tional History in New York on this 
subject,

cus by saying that temperance is not 
total abstinence, and that many of the 
thiugfi taught the children in the pub- 
lic schools are "absurdities and intem- 
perance of the worst sort."

Shutdown of the Mines in 
the Lackawanna Valley. 


BEGINNING OF THE STRUGGLE 


Scranton, Pa., Sept. If).—Tlie posi- 


tion of the United Mine Workers 
was today further strengthened in 
the Lacka\vnnnn region by the going 
out of the miners and laborers at a 
half dozen other collieries, principal- 
ly Delaware & Hudson company 
operations in this city. 
The North- 


west mine of the Temple Iron com- 
pany, the Clinton collieries of the 
Delaware & Hudson at Vandling, as 
well as the Clifford and Forest City 
collieries of the Hillside Coal and 
and Iron company at Forest City. 


SHUTDOWN" COMPLETE. 


The day will close with as near a 


complete shutdown in tho entire 
Lnckawanua valley as can be imag- 
ined, for it is almost certain that not 
a colliery or operation in this region 
can withstand the apparent deter- 
mination of the mine workers to 
maintain their demand for a strike. 
At the head quarters of District No. 
3 today Fred Dilcher,. the national 
committeeman in charge, had assur- 
ing reports from the presidents of the 
local unions, the men everywhere de- 
ciding 
according' to reports th.it 


where work was not already suspend- 
ed it -would be today. 


In recent years many coal mash- 


ers have been erected hereabouts any 
they are handling- thousands of tons 
of culm daily at a trifling expense 
for labor, none of them employing 
more than thirty 
men and boys. 


These will all be closed, too, shutting 
off a large tonnage of fuel that hns 
been going to 
the eastern states 


for factory use. 


The number of men and boys idle 


today in the district covering;' the 
Lackawanna and Wyoming valleys is 
estimated at headquarters to be fully 
40,000. 


HURTING RAILROADS. 


The strike is already having an 


effect on the railroads, which are 
-laying off many of their conl train 
crews, especially the Delaware and 
Hudson, the Ontario and Western, 
and the Lackawanna. 
It is given 


out today that there is a general de- 
termination among the engineers and 
trainmen of the latter road to haul 
no coal not mined by union men. It 
is said the engineers on tlie Lacka- 
wanna may even refuse to draw coal 
from the Port Harris yard and from 
other places along the line where coal 
is stored. 
The business community 


is feeling more gloomy today than 
ever over the situation, and already 
there is talk of the closing up of 
many stores. 


The superintendents of 'the differ- 


ent mining companies .were liere in 
conference again today, and from now 
on they will meet daily. They have 
•Ihoroug'lily reviewed 
the situation 


and while deploring generally the 
Strike of their employes they do not 
see how it is possible -to change from 
the decision heretofore made, namely, 
the impossibility of granting any in- 
creases in wages and the determina- 
tion not-to recognize 'the United Mine 
Workers-of America. 


COMPANIES ARE PIRM. 


General Superintendent Loomis, of 


the Delaware, Lackawana & Western 
company, is looked upon ,as the Ine.id

Wu was again an early caller at the 
state department today and spent 
nearly (in hour in conference with 
Acting Secretary Adee, 
He notified 


Mr. Adee verbally of the appoint- 
ment-of Yung; Lu as an envoy, but 
had no further information to com- 
municate. 
He was rather in search 


of news himself, and was much in- 
terested in a short dispatch from 
Minister Conger describing the con- 
ditions in Pekin. 


The state 'department while de- 


clining to make, this message public, 
authorizes the statement that the 
dispatch indicated that no change 
had taken place in political condi- 
tions in Pekin, 


Russia has not yet officially noti- 


fied our government of any change 
in its program as to the evacuation 
of Ppkin. 
In fact nothing lias been 


:ieard from Russia, oil this point since 
ihe "United States reply was returned, 
save one short note explanatory of 
some obscure point in the first Rus- 
sian communication.

It is probable that Ihe absence of 


further communication on this sub- 
ject 
may be explained that the 


sidjin government does not confess 


to any change in its original pro- 
•r.im. 
it merely gives a different 


interpretation to'the details of that 
program from the understandings 
rhrtt obtfiined-abvoiul. 


The United States government is 


following precisely the same course 
iis to its own note and reply, so that 
the effect of these diplomatic actions 
s to leave the military commanders 
of both the United 'States and Rus- 
sia at Pekin practically free to dc-

ditions of the moment.

APPREHENSIVE IN SHANGHAI. 


Shanghai. Sept. 15.—The news of 


the contemplated withdrawal of the 
allies from Pekin has caused a great 
s.ensation and is regarded here as a 
great mistake, which Is likely to 
eventuate in disturbances in other 
parts of China, where the people are 
certain to attribute the evacuation to 
a defeat of the European forces. 


Even here the Chinese, as a whole, 


do not believe that the allies ever 
•eached Pekin. 
They 
think 
the 


story a fabrication concocted for the 
purpose of imposing- upon the offi- 
cials. 


Competent observers believe that a 


lesson must be brought home to 
CliiisR in order to prevent serious out- 
breaks in the future.

A mes- 
sage was received from General Chaf- 
fee yesterday confirming the repori 
from Consul General Goodnow that 
ten Americans had been massacred 
at Pao-Ting'-Fu.

Austin, Texas, Sept. 15.—Governor Sayres last night received tho 


following official report from Mayor Jones, of Galveston, as to condi- 
tions there: 


"Galveston, Texas, Sept. 15.—Hon. Joseph D. Sayres, Governor: 


After the fullest possible investigation here we feel justified in saying- 
to you, and through you the American people, that no such disaster has 
overtaken any community or section in the history of our country. 


"The loss of life is appalling and can never be accurately determined. 


It is estimated at 5,000 to 8,000 people. There is not a home in Gal- • 
veston that has not been injured, while thousands have been de- 
stroyed. 
The property loss represents accumulations of sixty years and 


more millions than can be safely stated. 


"Under these conditions, with ten thousand people homeless and des- 


titute, with the entire population under distress and ruin too difficult 
:o realize, we appeal directly in the hour of our great emergency to tlie 
sympathy and aid of mankind.

PEKIN DEFIES THE AfiES. 


THOUGH CENTURIES HAVE ROLLED OVER THE ANCIENT 


CITY MANY OLD CUSTOMS STILL PREVAIL. 


[By J. T. Chapman.] 


'At. this time all eyes are turne 


toward the city of Pekin. 
Sue 


general interest has never before i: 
the history of the world centered up 
on one object. 
Whatever relates t 


China, and particularly to her capita 
city, is of great present interest. 


Perhaps the earliest definite knowl 


edge we have of the capital of China 
is the account given by Marco Polo 
He was a native of Venice, in Italy 
and when a youth, about the yea; 
1270, he was taken by his father, a 
merchant, by the overland rout 
through Central Asia to the city o 
Kambalu, now called Pekin. 
Polo 


traveled extensively through China 
and returned to Europe not long be- 
fore the close of the century. 
He 


died about the year 1325. 
The stor- 


ies told by Marco Polo seemed to his 
countrymen such gross- exaggerations 
that he was derisively styled "II 
Millioiie." and it was common to 
bring upon the stage a personage 
under the name of Polo who amused 
the audience by relating the most 
ridiculous and extravagant fiction. 
TRUTH IN HIS DESCRIPTIONS. 
Though Polo did unquestionably 


draw the long bow to a considerable 
extent there was as much truth 
his descriptions as was usual in trav- 
elers' tales in those days. 
His state- 


ments seemed the more extravagant 
because they so greatly exceeded all 
the simpler ideas and experiences of 
his countrymen. 
"China, having al- 


ready reached nearly the same height 
of greatness as now," says his edi- 
tor, "while Europe, was still in its 
infancy, every object in comparison 
was on an astonishingly grander 
scale." 


It is GOO years since Polo left the 


ancient city of Kambalu. 
Ke de- 


scribes the city of his day as a regu- 
lar square six miles on each side, 
thus covering an area of thirty-six 
square miles. 
It wns surrounded 


by a wall of earth ten paces -thick 
at the bottom and sloping upward to 
only three paces at the top, and not 
less than forty feet high. 
On each 


side were three gates and the sti'eets 
were so wide and straight that the 
gates in the opposite walls were vis- 
ible from each other. 


THOUSAND MEN ON GUARD. 
At each gate a thousand men kept 


guard. 
He says that in the center 


of the city stood a palace with a lofty 
steeple, in which hung an immense 
bell. 
This bell sounded every even- 


ing, after which no one could leave 
the city except upon the most ur- 
gent necessity. 
This custom is still 


observed, and the bell, which weighs 
120,000 pounds, is the largest in the 
w.orld. 


The emperor or great khan resid- 


ed in the city 'but three months of 
the year, in December, January and 
February. 
His palace hero wns a 


complete square, a mile in length on 
each side. 
The banquet hall was so 


spacious that 6,000 g-uests could sit 
down together. 
The roof of the pal- 


ace was externally painted in the 
gayest colors, and so polished that 
it shone, as Polo says, xlike crystal, 
and could be seen at a great distance. 


GOLDEN DECORATIONS. 


The walls of the various hails and 


apartments were decorated with gold 
and silver and adorned 
with gor- 


geous paintings. At a short distance 
from the palace was an 
artificial 


mound a mile in circuit at the base 
and not less than 200 feet high. This 
mound was covered with nil kinds 
of rare evergreen trees and surmount- 
ed with a palace from which an ex- 
tensive viuw could be had of the city. 


Upon his annual visit to Pekin 


the emperor promptly held a great 
court, making1 high 
festival 
and 


causing great rejoicing. 
The 
city 


was full o* fine buildings, and, as to 
the residents, "no one can coimt the 
number." At the beginning of'each 
year the great Khan clothed himself 
in robes of beaten gold, which we 
imagine could not have' been alto- 
gether comfortable, and his twelve 
barons and his 12,000 
soldiers in 


dresses of a uniform color and shape, 
made of silk, gilded and bound by a 
cincture of gold. 
Twelve times in 


the year h« presented to his barons 
and knights robes of the same color 
as his own, "and this," says Polo, 
"is what no lord in the world can 
do." 


MADE HIS OWN MONEY. 


But well might the great Kublni 


Khan do this, because, "with regard 
to the money of Kambalu, the great 
Khan may ba called a perfect 
al- 


chemist, for he makes it himirelf." 
His alchemy consisted in taking- the 
inner bark of a certain tree, resemb- 
ling; paper, cutting it 
Into small 


square cards, and declaring each' to 
bo worth from half a llvre to ton 


This early issue and use of pape 


money are interesting. 
All the: 


cards were stamped with the roya 
seal, and so many were issued tha 
they would buy all the treasures i 
the world. His majesty made a 
his payments in this paper mone; 
and it circulated through 
all th 


provinces of the vast empire, for n 
one dared to refuse to receive it unde 
pain of death. 


As another master stroke of polit' 


cal economy certain officials were ap 
pointed whose duty it was to fix th 
price of any commodity that th 
Khan desired to possess. Their judg 
inent was final, and the price wa 
paid in this paper money, which w 
are told the merchants always cor 
dially received. We can readily be 
lieve 
thin. 
The 
emperor's edict 


jacked up with the ready sword o 
;he headsman, was no doubt suffi 
cient to make the money "go." In 
.his manner the great sire possessec 
ill the gold, silver, pearls and pre 
cious stones in his dominions. 
CARED FOR THE UNFORTUNATE 


But the Khan was not altogethei 


selfish in his 
motives. 
His 
care 


over his people was such as migh 
well be imitated by the most 
en 


ightened of modern rulers. 
Every 


ear he sent- messengers throughout 
he empire to inquire if any had suf- 
ered the loss of their crops through 
>ad weather or any other disaster, 
nd in case any great injury had bc- 
'allen he not only remitted all taxes 
or the year, but gave the people 
grain out of his storehouse to sub- 
ist upon and to sow their fields. 
The poor also he furnished with 
lothing and ro one that asked for it 
as refused bread 
nt 
the 
court 


hroughout the year. For these rea- 
ons, says Polo, "he is adored as a 
od by his people." 
The wealth, the power, the mag- 
ificence of the Cathay of Marco Polo 
were beyond conception and 
filled 


he minds of the people of western 
Europe with the most romantic ideas 
f the orient. It was for the shores 
f far Cathay that Columbus sailed 


1492, 
when 
he 
unwittingly 


tumbled upon a far grander 
dis. 


overy. In the magnificent palaces 
f Kambalu were realized the gar- 
ecus dreams of Coleridge: 
n Xanadu did Kublai Khan 
A stately pleasure dome decree, 
There Alph, the sacred river ran 


'Through caverns measureless to man, 


Down through a sunless sen. 


TRAMP IN A NEW ROLE. 


"'One of the leaders in the revolt of 


the Indians in Southern Yucatan is 
nn out nnd out American hobo," said 
a well known Central American busi- 
ness man, who arrived in the city on 
the last steamer from Belize. "The 
name of the fellow is George Harris, 
and no doubt there is a very inter- 
esting story behind the role he hns 
assumed at present. Harris came to 
Belize as a roustabout on a banana 
steamer over three years ago. I saw 
him soon after he struck town and I 
never laid eyes on a finer specimen 
of the genus tramp.

brigandage and slaughter and treacl: 
ery and intimidation is that it al 
came -n-bout because of the brigand' 
.ove story. 


Lashins'ki, to whom for so many 


years murder 'was a passion, had in 
youth been1 -madly in, love with t 
beautiful Roumanian girl, the daugh' 
:er X)f an officer. Though 'the man 
was himself of good family, th< 
iretty Roumanian's <rela.tives de- 
ilined to permit her to receive llis at- 
:entions. 
But Lachinski would no 


be thwarted. -He planned to altduc 
his sweetheart, 'and the attempt met 
with 'an armed .resistance tin the pari 
of the officer's family. 


The- fight that followed ended in 


tragedy, Lachinski shot 'by mistake 
the beautiful girl for whom he was 
ready to din*re everything. 


Prom that 'time his mind was bent 


only on. revenge. Blaming- the dead 
girl's -relatives for 'her death, he re- 
solved 'that they should successively 
become liis victim's unt.il not one of 
the clan should be left. Henceforth 
'he became the most feared of men. 
In 'the fastnesses of the woody hills 
of the B'ohi'ugea he hid -himself, trad 
there defied his -would-be captors for 
years. 


He gradually-became a sort of mod- 


ern 'Robin Hood, giving -part of the 
proceeds of his brigandage to tlie 
peasantry, and in this way was al- 
ways \rell informed of t-he movements 
of tihe aimed! parties engaged in the 
search for him. 


So dreaded did lie become that sin- 


pie persons feared ito make the ro.id 
journey 'between Stilin-a o.r Constanaa 
and Tulcea, and when carrying: val- 
ua'bles always traveled nrm^d and in 
parties.

Lachinski 


would often, "hold up" big par-tries 
single-handed, and his 
desperate 


deeds have already become 'tradition. 


•From time ia -tinifc I/achinsk-i was 


joined 'by other outcasts, and to -their 
debit are put some thirty cnsas -of 
brigand age, generally coupled with 
n order. 


In 1806 Lachinski was finally caip- 


rured-, but by treachery. 'A Russian 
of 'the name of Ryibacoff, living near 
Tulcea,1 who had often hidden ihe 
bandit, was tempted by the large re- 
wards 'offered for his capture, -and 
laving- persuaded the -robber to -hide 
u his cellar, informed a party of 
Cavalry. 


When 'his surrender was demanded 
inchinski barricaded .himself in the 
cellar 'and withstood a. day's siege, 
tilling and wounding a number of 
cavalrymen, un-til in the -afternoon n 
chance shot (broke his 'thigh; even 
then, as -Ire lay disabled, lie shot -a 
s-oldier-with <a revolver. He died next 
day of loss of blood. 


In 1898 Rybacoff paid with Ms life 


for -betraying Lnclwnaki. 
He was 


murdered, no d'nubt, by one of the 
low disbanded brigands. They were 
never captured, although a strict 
search was again m-ade, every indi- 
vidual being-well known. 


In January, 1899, a relative of 


fcybacoff, u baker at the Russian 
monastery at 
Ce-Hkdera, 
in 
the 


Dohrugea, was murdered. Lachin- 
ski, though dead, still lived an. the 
Avenging of his wrong's. Again the 
irigauds escaped. 


But at last, for the murder of a 


Turk-ish wimian, who was in Ryba- 
coff's service at the 'time of Lacliin.- 
ski's capture, a few months ago, nine 
neu. were arrested. 


'A little boy who had witnessed 


Rybacoff's murder was beaten by one 
tf the torigands and gave information 
igTiinst nil the band. They ore now 
ill under arrest and will, no douibt, 
pay for 'their misdeeds in the salt 
mines of Tegula. But there is no csr- 
tairity that this will be the end of the 
•indebta.

MISSIONARY, 
WHO 


DISCOVERED AMERICA IN" THE FIFTH CENTURY. 


China claims almost everything in 


this world, while the rest of thi 
world is malting claims in China. A 
lenst the Chinese have claimed al 
most everything that western civil! 
zation has introduced to them ii 
modern times. 
Gunpowder, the mn. 


riner's compass, printing from mov. 
able blocks, playing cards, chess ant 
many other 'things. 
"Oh, we hac 


that a thousand years ago," has 
been their inevitable reply upon see- 
ing these things in the hands of the 
foreigner. 
But their claim to the 


discovery of America, which is be- 
iieved by every man and woman ol 
ordinary education in China, is wel] 
founded and worthy of note. 
The 


records of China extend back fur- 
ther than those of any other country 
on the face of the globe. 
The very 


date correspoii'ding to the year when 
Joshua is said to have commanded 
;ho situ to stnnd still can be found 
on these records. 
If we follow down 


the official chronologies to 490 A. D. 
we will find an account of one Hwui 
Shan, who in that year returned to 
China with the statement that he 
iad come from n country lying a 
;rent distance to east. 
His story so 


excited the interest of the govern- 
nent that the imperial historiogra- 
pher was commanded to enter it upon 


official records. 
Although the 


Chinese and Japanese both are thor- 
mghly familiar with the story of 
Iwui Shnn's discovery, the celebrat- 
d Chinese scholar. Ma 
Twaii-Hn, 


earched the original records and 
nade a copy of the imperial hisfcori- 
ig'rapher's original digest that it 
night be proved beyond the shadow 
f a doubt. 
Hwui Shan was a Buddhist mis- 
ionary priest.

Lussioiinries he left China, sailing 
.orth by the peninsula of Kauichnt- 
:n, to Hie Aleutian Islands, eastward

ells the most about.

oyage. 
The Aleutian Islanders, he 


aid, wei'e a happy, joyous people, 
aving the custom of tattooing their 
odies, and they received the strang- 


wlth a great show of hospitality. 


East of these islands was the coun- 
ry he called the "Great Han," whose 
nhabitants had no implements of 
war, 
nor carried on a war with any j 


The religion of Buddha was founded 


in ceuti-al India about the beginning 
of the Christian era. No Jew, Greek, 
Roman or Brahman had ever thought 
of converting anyone to his religion. 
By them religion was considered a. 
private or national property, 
with, 


which no outsider had any business 
to 
interfere. 
But 
Buddha, 
this 


founder of Buddhism, commanded hia 
proselytes to go forth with his doc- 
trines and preach them in every part 
of the world. 
Thus, with religion 


East Indian arts were carried into 
China nnd Buddhism was eventually 
accepted as a religion, by the Chinese, 
who preserve in their records accounts 
of journeys made by various devotees 
of the Buddhist religion in 385 A. D., 
399, 518 and G29.

A TREATISE ON DISEASES THAT IS 7,000 YEARS OLD. 


For 2,300 years Hippocrates of Kos 


has been known to the world ns the 
'father of medicine.'1 This distinc- 
ion, however, hns been wrested from

Tims the original document is nearly 
7,000 years old and it contains the 
written genesis of the art of healing. 


Although bi ought to light in 1873, 


110 complete translation of the Papy- 
rus' Ebers has been made. The docu 
ment is carefully preserved in the 
library of the University of Leipsic, 
nnd it remained for a Chicago man 
to make tlie first English and 
the 


only complete tr;.nslatior.. The work 
was undertaken about n year ago by 
Dr. Carl H. von Klein, of Chicago, n 
well known ptudent of the orients 
la.ngun.g-e.5 nnd the author of n num- 
ber of medica! works, among1 them a 
book on the ''Medicine of the Tnl- 
mud." 
Dr. von Klein is a member 


of the various medical nnd scientific 
societies of the world and devotes 
his labors exclusively to the transla- 
tion of medical works. 
His English 


translation of Papyrus Ebers, :i vol- 
ume of seven hundred pnges, will 
soon be ready for the press. 


Page 08 of the Papyrus Ebers is

ciated daily with the Arabs of Luxor. 
A wealthy citizpn of Luxor showed 
to Ebers the antiquities which he, 
little by little, had obtained from the 
fellah on the other side of the Nile, 
and at length revealed to him the 
fact that he wns the possessor of a 
papyrus obtained 
from 
the 
snme 


source.

made the startling 


discovery that it was a document of 
great value and in an. unusual condi- 
tion of preservation. He loivged to 
possess the document himself, tout 
had not means to 'meet the demands 
of the owner, who was net altogether 
aware of its full value. However, re- 
ceiving tho financial assistance of 
Max Gunther, a wealthy 
mnn, Ebers purchased .the treasured 
papyrus and conveyed it fo -his homo 
in Leipsic, there to study its contents 
at leisure. -It w^s fi-nnlly .turnsd over 
to the library of the University of 
Leipsic for snfo keeping. In ordtv 
to better preserve ithe valuable an- 
tiquity, it was cut into twenty-nine 
pieces and each piece placed under 
a g-lass.

Egyptian .possessor, Papyrus Ebers 
was found in n tomb in 'the so-called 
II Assiissit, a part of Hie Necropalis

considerable number of animal ex- 
tractions were also used. 
Of the 


salts only natron 'saltpeter), com- 
mon salt and sea salt are mentioned. 
The use of such ingredients as liz- 
ard's blood and pig's teeth nre in 
some cases recommended. 


The author of the work begins his 


treatise with an enumeration of the 
diseases of the abdomen. Universal 
remedies for headache and stomach 
troubles, which, as the author aaya, 
;'the gods prepared for themselves," 
nre also given. 


Pages 88 to 101 contain formulas 


for diseases of the eye, remedies for 
bites of man or beast, dizziness, bald- 
ness, diseases of the liver, burning 
of the skin, gangrene, exorcisms at 
the outbreak of a fire, wounds, erup- 
tions of the skill, bruises, weariness 
of the limbs, perspiration of the feet, 
sore toes, corns, trembling of the 
fingers, 
diseases 
of the 
tongue, 


toothache, headache, influenza, dis- 
charge of ears nnd diseases of wom- 
en. 
Cosmetics nnd 
medicines to 


take out wrinkles are also given. 


That the methods of diagnosis nnd 


treatment would be considered some- 
what crude by modern physicians 
may be gathered from the following 
rules given for liver complaint:

combine complicated recipes and use 
them with judgment. 
According to 


this early writer there were three 
different classes of medical 
practi- 


tioners In Egypt at the date of the 
manuscript—namely: The real phy- 
sician, the surgeon nnd the conjurers. 
The relative landing of the several 
classes is not known. 


The origin of medicine is certainly 


to be looked for in the Valley of the 
Nile, and tho Papyrus Ebers opens 
a wide era for the students of the 
history of medicine and phnrmacol- 
ogy. The Egyptian physicians were 
well advanced in 
ophthalmology. 


The collection of Hippocrates, edited 
4,000 years later, did not contain 
more eye diseases, 
although more 


clearly and more agreeably described. 
The number cf diseases mentioned in 
the Papyrus Ebers, as well as the 
profusion of medicines prescribed, is 
a source of wonder to modern physi- 
cians. 
The ancient Egyptian physi- 


cians must have been 
experienced 


diagnosticians, who 
commanded 
a 


knowledge of prophylactic and cos- 
metic remedies. 


The Egyptian oculist was renown- 


ed. In the third book of Herodotus 
is the following 
pnssag-e: 
"Cyrus 


sent to Amasis (B. C. 560) nnd bade 
him for an oculist—the best in the 
whole land of Egypt." Darius also 
sent thither for :i body physician, 
nnd in the time of Tiberius and Nero 
Egyptian physicians regularly caino 
to Rome, usually to heal skin dis- 
eases. 
Herodotus tells us that the 


Egyptian physicians were accustomed 
to practice specialties nnd that the 
country was 
full 
of 
physicians. 


Some confined' their attention to dis- 
eases of the fjye or head, others to 
the teeth, stomach and intestines. 


Greece, long; 
supposed to be the 


birthplace of medicine, is now known 
to have derived its knowledge from 
the Egyptians. Praxagoras, although 
from Kos, the town where Hippo- 
crates wns born and where the temple 
of Esculapius was built, 
lived in 


Egypt. He was tho greatest symp- 
tomologist and diagnostician of his 
r.g-e. Hippocr.ites also went to Egypt 
for his medical training r,ml on his 
return established a school of Greek 
physicians. Although the founder of 
the present system of pathology, his 
right to the title of "father of medi- 
cine" lias been dissipated by the reve- 
lations contained in 
the 
Papyrus 


Ebers.

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RUSSIAN BIG RAILWAY. 


Likely to Make Vladivostock 


and Port Arthur of Great Im- 
portance to Pacific Coast. 


For a number of years past people 


const hnve been highly 
on the Pacifi 
interested in 
watching tho rapid 


growth of Vlp.'divostock, on the oppo- 
site side of the Pacific ocean, which, 
though nominally in China, ia pro- 
moted and controlled by Hussia. The 
sits of it was orignally chosen by 
Russian engineers and politicians to 
ba tho eastein. terminus of the Sibe- 
rian r.iilway, and, consequently in no 
long time the 'great commercial port 
on that side of the 
Pacific ocean. 


From (.here across to Alapka is no 
great distance, and the rising cities 
on the Puget sound and San Fran- 
cisco have consistently rejoicsd in the 
prosperity of Vladivostok as that 
of a-neighbor with which no commer- 
cial rivalry could exist. Our Pacific 
coast is about as much interested ir 


I 
the development of Mnnchnrian and 


l 
Siberian resources and in the build 


^ 
ing oil n, vast trade and commerce h 
those extensive regions as is Hussi 
itself. The people on our Pacific coas 
"liave all along been favorably dia 
posed toward Russian designs in Inn 
part of the world. But they havi 
been of late somewhat disappoints 
ns they have observed the partial ar 
rest of growth at Vladivostock. Thi 
is in consequence of 
the 
cliangec 


plans for the Siberian railway ii 
placing one, and possibly the main 
eastern terminus farther 
south 


Port Arthur. This will have the ef 
feet to change and greatly lengthen 
the ocean route to San Francisco. 


Port Arthur is the objective point 


of the branch Siberian rmlro.nd,called 
the Russian-Chinese 
Eastern rail- 


road, which cuts 
down 
from the 


trunk line from a point in Manchu- 
ria some hundreds of miles inlam! 
from Vladivostock. 
This 
branch, 


which it is foreseen will become tht, 
main line, is being- constructed witli 
all practicable speed, and in propor- 
tion as it advances and the commer- 
cial prospects of Port 
Arthur im- 


prove those of Vladivostok decline. 
Indeed there is an argument in ex- 


'• 
istence between Russia and 
China 


whereby the latter is 
obligated to 


build a railroad from Port Arthur up 
to Vladtvostock. 
This is 
though 


not lo be an agreement which can 
possibly make to the advantage of 
Vladivostock. 


"RULE THE FAR EAST." 


Vladivostock has not 
necessarily 


been put on the sho'if, though it will 


— hardly till the .Meaning of the name, 


"Rule the Far East.'' Wo matter 
how far Russia's boundary lines may 
expand in thp far east, the position 
which this city occupies will always 
be of importance, because it 
corn- 


mauds a harbor which is more like an 
island sea and, heavily fortified (as 
it now is), must be impregnable. It 
must always be, in fact, one of the 
great points of defense on the Sibe- 
rian coast, if not the greatest. Busi- 
ness is carried on almost entirely 
by the Chinese nnd Germans. There 
is a firm of the latter which started 
with n.

In a cjuntiy 
cf quick growth like the United 
States, where frontier cities soon set- 
tle down into staid commonwealths, 
there would be nothing phenomenal 
about the size of Vladlsvostock in 
proportion to its yenrs. At present 
it is bleak aa,d bare, but it miglU be 
made beautiful by the planting of 
trees and the laying out of a few 
small parks. 


There are few Americans in Vladi- 


vostock and few English. The chief 
Caucasian clement is purely military 
Wo foreigner knows the exact num- 
ber of troops stationed there, but it 
s computed at 10,000, or about a 
third of the population. 
It is the 


military center for a large region 
around about which is under the au- 
.hority of a military governor, who 
•esides there—in addition Lo the gen- 
eral troops—-who governs the entire 
jrovince, A mayor presides over a 
own council and the local municipal 
joverriment. 


Should Russia find herself engaged 


in war in the cast Vlr.divostock would 
undoubtedly .be one of the principal 
points of mobilization, especially if 
Russia has not succeeded in cblam- 
ing- a vantage ground in Corc.i. At 
present during the Duir.mer months 
it is th* key to the trans-Siberian 
route. The Uasuii section of 
the 


great railroad is built frsm Vlaxli- 
vostOL'k to Khadaroffsk, 500 miles 
further north, on the -bank o'F t-iie 
A*moar. Trains run cu this line eveiy 
day r.nd connect with tho ctea'-mers 
which ply up the 'Amoor and 
the 


Chilka livers to Stretensk, to which 
point the road Ins 'been complsted 
from St. Petersburg and 'Mos-cow. 
Next :rear it is possible that the 
easier route will IIP from Port Arthur 
or Dalny up the Russo-CInnese East- 
ern railway to the Amcor. though the 
through route to Russia by rail from 
this -point will net -be completed for 
three years.

TRIP ON SIBERIAN RAILROAD. 


Trains now run every day from 


Vla'divostock ns fa:- as Khabaroffsk. 
A trip on this road is extremely lu- 
cre's ting, especially if is is one's -first 
rip. Though the section to Kh.ib'ar- 
jft'sk -was originally intended to bo 
lie most easterly section o'f the gre.it 
me. and though an inscription in the 
tation there reads, "Vladivostock to 
'eters'burg-, 9,877 veiats." this is de- 
tined to be only a branch or inde- 
endent road, since the new survey, 
fter Chinese concessions, cuts across 
hiuug-h Manchuria, saving a great 
lany miles of tie tour -along its north- 


boumlary. 
The trains on this 


oad are comfortable, consisting of 
rst, second and third class -ccaches, 
it'h dining and bnggage cais. There 


is not -much difference •betweei 
the 


first iind second classes, except that 
the fittings of (he former are a trifle 
more luxurious and only four peo- 
ple are allowed in a compartment, in 
which there are four roomy berth.1;. 
The gauge of the road is broad, nnrl 
n narrow passage-way, frcm -which 
the compartments open, runs along- 
at one sirtfi of the car. 


During the day each compartment 


has two Icng- seats facing each other; 
at nig-ht a 'berth above each of ihesj 
is thrown up, making a raom in 
which four people can sleep com- 
fortably. No bedclothes or blankets 
are provided, nnd there are no cur-

There 
is a great exodus of Chinese in the 
winter.

The Coreans and Chinese perform all 
the cooly labor. The incoming ship 
is surrounded by n crowd 
cf sam- 


pans, all sculled 
by Chinese, who 


noisily solicit fares mid 
baggage. 


Over die clumsy seat reserved for 
passengers in each sampan is a gor- 
geous cotton rug, black on one side 
and decorated with gaudy flowers on 
the other. These arc made and sold 
in China and in Vladivostock, where 
they are also made with a prancing 
tiger on a bright red blankground 
nnd sold for 
five 
rubles ($2.50).

Curator Will C. Fernl, of 


the State Historical society, considers 
mnself at liberty to make this state- 
nent as the result of recent discov- 
eries made in the vicinity of Flor- 
ence. 
A huge monster lias been dis- 


covered which proves beyond pread- 
venture 
the 
snake 
story. 
Near 


Florence, W. F. Masters, of Victor, 
found pnrt of the petrified body of 
one colossal snake. 
The prehistoric 


reptile had a head fully the size of a 
ham raid about the same shape. 
The 


exceptionally large eyes are placed 
as are those of an ordinary snake. 
The stone tail found, which is thirty- 
six inches long, indicates that the 
reptile must have been 'thirty inches 
in circumference. 
Masters seems to 


think from the development of thc 
tail that this particular snake was a 
young1 one not fully developed. 
In 


that case those of 'the same family | 
fully grown would be larger and i 
much longer. 
In sending to Gov- 


ernor Thomas the description of this 
important discovery Masters says 
that be will forward n sketch as soon 
as possible. 
Ferril was asked by

The Osage Indians, the richest class 


of barbaric people on earth, have just 
elected a new chief, held a big rally, 
killed off a few anarchists 'of the 
tribe and have done things up in 
great shape generally. 


The election in the Osage nation 


was an exciting1 one. 
It was a race 


of . aristocracy against the masses, 
and the aristocracy won, 
Bigheart, 


who hns been.chief for ten,ox twelve. 
years, was .re-elected-by .a large ma- 
jority. ' 
• 
. 
. 
. 


His opponent, Eagle Chief, was de- 


feated by those' 'whom he thought 
weie his friends. 
Big'h'eurt is ul- 


ready in his seat as chief, but the 
other party declare that he shall not 
remain there long, as the Kee-too- 
wahs, a powerful secret society, has 
marked him for their victim. 


The Kee-too-wahs is composed of 


•ull-blood Indians, who dislike the 
one ruler proposition, and they are 
of the opinion that Bigheart has be- 
come too much of a king to live any 
longer. 
While there is gayety at 


the feast of the winners, there may 
be the assassin with his long1 knife 
ready to change the scene without a 
moment's warning. 


The election took place the first of 


tho week. 
Many men were shot 


down while casting their ballot. The 


• citing [Was carried on by word of. 
mouth. 
Each voter had to. shout to 


the 'judges- the name of his choice, 
and if the choice did not suit some 
one about the polls the voter was 
killed then and there. 


Indian police were stationed nil 


over the nation on Monday, but they 


•ere ambushed and killed like so 


many dogs. 
Eagle Chief and Big- 


heart had sworn to kill each other 
on sight, and their intimate friends 
were kept busy preventing a meet- 
ing of the two. 


Bigheart scattered his money right 


and left. 
He also had the better 


hiind of his opponent upon a proposi- 
tion that would seem very peculiar 
to civilized people. 
The Oaages are 


great lovers of dog meat, and Eig- 
lieart sent an agent inlo Kansas sev- 
eral weeks before the election to buy 
up all the dogs he could get a hold 
of. 
So a couple of days before elec- 


tion this agent arrived at Pnwhuska 
with 'several thousand dogs. 


At noon, whilu the Indians were 


standing around waiting for a little 
more cash before making a choice, 
they were surprised to be invited to 
the dcg feast. 
Five hundred In- 


dians made merry over dead dojr for 
an hour or more, and then cast tlieir 
vote for the mnn who had thus glori- 
ously treated them. 
This coup won j 


the election for Bigheart. 


Thirty years ago the Osages were 


the most powerful tribe of Indians 
in the west, but smallpox cut down ^ 
their number two-thirds. 
Then they ; 


moved on to a reservation couth of 
Kansas, and have remained there in 
comparative seclusion from the other 
tribes for the last twenty years. 
In 


this time 
they have retrograded. 


They have fallen into mnny savage 
practices, such r.s eating dog meat, 
burning their dead at the stake and 
going about nuked. 
Formerly they 


tabooed all such practices. 


The tribal government was organ- 


ized years ago by Claramore, a wise 
old warrior. 
There was a chief, as- 


sistant chief, secretary-treasurer and 
thirty councilman. 
The chief was 


elected by the people for a term of 
four years. 
The assistant was ap- 


pointed, .as was the cabinet. 
The 


councilmen were chosen by the peo- 
ple for a tEi-m of two years. 


The Indian r.gent, appointed by the 


United States government, was al- 
lowed an office hi the Osage capital, 
but he had nothing to say as to how 
the government should be run. The 
council had the right to pass 
any 


laws as regarded their own people 
and the chief could veto them and 
kill the bill. But the chief and thc- 
council have always been on good 
terms. 
In fact, the voters have all 


voted one ticket until within the past 
four years. 


Since then n young Indian warrior 


named Eagle-Chief has controlled the 
progressive faction. . He .favors al- 
lotment 
and 
distribution 
of 
the 


tribe's invested funds. He is a very 
young man and has plenty of money, 
or lie would have never tried to in- 
duce his people to undergo such a 
change. But he had a large follow- 
ing and it was thought for awhile 
.that he would .be elected. ........ 


•Indeed,, had not his opponent fore- 


seen that dog meat was a winner,,he 
would.have been the next chief. 


But Bighetu't had been there before 


and he knows every trick of the sue 
cessful 
Indian 
politician. 
He is 


worth -a million dollars and is will- 
ing to spend some of it in order to 
hold his job. Most of his fortune 
has been madu lobbying bills through 
the Indian legislature. In the can- 
vassing of votes a great many men 
on both sides lost their lives in 
mysterious manner. This only added 
fuel to the flames that have 
been 


burning for a long time. 
Bigheaftj 


the newly elected chief, says that he 
will run the tribe to suit 
himself. 


These are some of his declarations: 


"I will have nothing to do with 


the white men. They are our worst 
enemies. 


' L'I will run them'out if they come 
here and try to get us to change our 
ways. 


"We are going back to our old hab- 


its of life. 


"I have ordered a great dog feast 


and" we will eat one thousand dogs or 
more if we want them. I will pay 
the bill. 


''If the white people do not like 


this they can get out. 


"In, the summer we will not wear 


clothes if we do not want to. 


"We will have only the Indian doc- 


tors to take care of us and'we will 
also have a big 
shortly."
